| fter an exhausting 11-hour 
flight, a night to reclimatise, 
and a dodgy burger, the doors 
finally opened on the biggest computer 
trade show of the year, the awesome E3 
spectacle in LA. Held at the massive LA 
Convention Centre on 
May 13-15, the event 
boasted a record 
attendance and 
hundreds of hot new 
PlayStation products 
that you’ll be playing 
over the next year. 

However, surprises were 
few and far between 
because once again, it 
was mainly sequel- 
orientated.

The most amazing find during our 
stay in America wasn’t at the 
show. In fact it wasn’t even game 
related. No, the best thing we saw 
were The Psychic Cats of Santa 
Monica! These two moggies came 
out after dark dressed in gypsy 
robes and promised to tell the 
fortune of anyone kind enough to 
cross their crusty owner’s palm 
with silver. We made our excuses 
and left. Without looking back. 


Sony once again 
dominated with a vast, sprawling stand 
that housed about 60 new games, the 
best being GT2, Crash Team Racing and 
Final Fantasy VIII, but more so than last 


hand boasted some of the best games 
of the show, from an observer’s 
perspective, the best being Crazy Taxi, 
Shen Meu and Powerstone. These far 
out-classed the previous Dreamcast 
dross ofVirtua Fighter ^tb and Sonic 
Adventure. 

Back to PlayStation 
though and the best 
game at the show was 
undeniably Dino Crisis, 
from a high profile point 
of view, but on a more 
personal note it was 
surprisingly the football 
management game from 
Codemasters, which we 
played and liked.

For 
starters the comic book will be resurrected, and 
there are even plans for a tie-in movie.

s expected beforehand, Core Design 
took the opportunity at the E3 show to 
officially announce the intended 
release of Tomb Raider IV later this year, but 
announcing it is all it did! The game wasn’t 
actually on display anywhere, and no actual 
details were mentioned, only that the game is 
in development. Well, that wouldn’t have been 
much of a story would it? So thankfully we dug 
a bit deeper and have managed to successfully 
trawl for some more information. 

Firstly, the company’s reason for not showing 
the game at the show was as a result of the 
negative press that the third one received when a very early 
version of Tomb Raider III was showcased at the same event a 
year ago. The result was the non-show of the game, with Core

Whether they’re riding 
on the back of a mammoth or 
swinging around on a 
chandelier, there are problems 
at every turn. A crazy 
professor regularly sends 
Spike his latest inventions to 
deal with just these sorts of 
situations - brilliantly 
implemented contraptions that add much 
glee to the monkey capturing process. 


GOING APE 


The game relies heavily on this series of 
fantastic gadgets that little Spike can pull 
out to save the day in a dizzying number 
of predicaments. From the indispensable 
slingshot to the amusing monkey radar, 
all gadgets make excellent use of the 
right thumb stick while Spike’s movement 
is controlled in full analogue by the left. 

The problem that this throws up is 
about hardware. You need a Dual Shock

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fS, 


Although following in 
a similar vein to Ape 
Escape, the classic 
monster King Kong is 
far from cute and 
cuddly. This over-sized 
anthropoid first made his 
break back in the Thirties, 
climbing up buildings, 
hugging Fay Wray a 
little too closely for 
comfort and being shot at by 
badly animated bi-planes. 
Screaming on lookers were 
the order of the day, too (along 
with half a dozen miniature 
sets of legs that dangled 
robotically from the bottom of 
Kong's wrinkled fist.) 

Ape Escape features 
hundreds of normal sized 
apes who not only climb 
buildings, but fire rocket 
launchers, grenades and set 
traps for you. Fay Wray is now 
dead. Bi-planes are replaced 
with a fishing net and the 
only screaming on-lookers 
were those who couldn’t get a 
go. So, now you know. Ape 
Escape has nothing 
whatsoever in common with 
King Kong. So there. 


MONKEY HERO 

Give Ape Escape a good go 
and you’ll be sympathetic 
about the apparent 
controller fascism. The game’s use 
of the Dual Shock is second-to-none 
and should serve as a template for 
platformers in the making.

It can hurt 
enemies and even pick up items for 
you just by touching them, but its 
incredible versatility only comes 
about because it’s controlled entirely 
via the right thumb stick. Spike 
himself has to be controlled 
simultaneously, by way of the left 
thumb stick, and there's just no way 
to replicate such advanced 
control features with your 
regular D-pad and symbol 
buttons set-up. 


Controllers aside, Ape 
Escape is tremendous fun. 
It’s not particularly

Projectile attacks can 
be easily dodged at a distance, 
depending on the speed of the 
weapon fired. 

It is best to use your weapon at 
medium range. For maximum effect, 
shoot opponents whilst they are in 
caution mode or trying to defuse a 
bomb. Once your weapon is empty it 
must be reloaded. This causes your 
character to freeze while changing 
the clip, leaving you very 
vulnerable. 

STORY MOOT 

In Stoiy mode, each character is given 
a specific set of missions they must 
complete. These range from trap 
disarming to termination with extreme 
irejudice. 


Disarming missions are usually quite 
easy as the traps are all shown on the 
radar, to the right of the screen. You 
just need a steady hand and good 
knowledge of the map to succeed. Gas 
Bombs are set off at the beginning of 
the disarming missions. These can 
easily be avoided by taking to the 
high ground. 



On some of the later stages, the 
traps don’t show up on the radar. 

When this happens, enter Caution 
mode immediately. Check out each set 
of squares, then run to the edge of the 
search area and begin again. If you get 
low on time, set off the traps by 
walking onto them. You’ll lose a bit of 
energy but it’s a hell of a lot quicker 
than disarming them. 

Th^CPU^is a tough git to beat. It 
always collects all the stuff in the 
PODS before you get a look-in. If you 
lay traps next to the PODS, the CPU 
will almost always hit them on the 
way to collect items. When the CPU is 
scaling a slope, use your side-arm 
attack. Even under fire, the CPU will 
relentlessly try to get up the slope. 
Most of your targets can be killed in 
this manner. 


Stub is tough to beat. Traps and 
side arms do almost no damage to 
his shielded body. He has an 
unlimited supply of Units, so it is 
imperative that you don’t allow him 
to charge them. 

Defeating Stilb is quite a trial. Rush 
to the stairs in the northeast corner of 
the arena. Climb the stairs to activate 
the missile launcher there. Shoot the 


launcher to put it out of action. Blast 
the crate nearby to uncover a Unit. Run 
back down the ramp and hide in the 
corridor, away from Stilb’s attacks. 

Keep launching Units at him to 
reduce his energy bar, but watch out 
for his retaliatory attacks. Once the 
unit has been emptied, return to the 
balcony where the missile launcher 
was located. From there you can shoot 
at Stilb with your side arm. Keep 
pumping shots at him and dodging his 
plasma fire. Stilb won’t be able to 
charge his Units if you keep him under 
constant fire. Be warned however, it 
does take a while to wipe off his 
massive energy bar. 


ARTNAS 


The depot has many narrow corridors, 
all of which should be mined at the 
first opportunity. There are PODS 
located on the high areas of the map. 
Trap the entrances to these areas. 
Once the high ground has been 
captured, you can pour fire on the 
enemy below and collect any items 
that appear. 

_ t r __ 

As with the Depot, the best way to win 

at the port is to take the high ground 
and cordon it off with traps. The 
narrow passages around the outside 
of the port make ideal places for 
planting Mines. By placing a few Force 
Panels in these areas, you can cover 
most of the outside of the arena with 
little trouble. 


mmm 

The basement is a very confusing 
place to fight. The narrow corridors 
and walkways make excellent points 
for trap placement. There are multiple 
entrances to the high areas of the 
map. This makes capturing the PODS 
quite easy. Place traps around the 
central walkway for maximum effect. 


The central walkway has four bridges. 
If you manage to take them out with 
the Unit, you can trap the enemy up 
there. The balcony that runs round the 
outside of the arena is quite narrow. 
Place traps along its length to stop the 
enemy moving around. 



Set off Gas Bombs in the open 
areas, around the middle of the 
museum. The gas will spread out to 
cover most of the arena. 


The sanctuary has almost no bridges, 
making the Unit a very effective 
weapon on this stage. Lay Pitfalls and 
Gas Bombs on the high areas. They 
will deter the enemy from collecting 
the PODS. Projectile weapons should 
be employed as often as possible. 
There is almost no cover from them. 


This arena is very confusing. There are 
many twists and turns, so evading the 
enemy is quite easy if you have a fast 
character. It can be quite difficult to 
remember where your traps were 


placed, though. Try and get the enemy 
stuck on one of the many slopes by 
repeatedly shooting them. 


Mazy corridors and open walkways 
make up the factory. There are several 
sets of stairs and slopes, all of which 
can be mined to stop the enemy 
moving around. Conveyer belts line 
the walkways at either end of the 
factory. These often change direction, 
so you are better off sticking to the 
paths. 

10W TOWN , J 

This arena is mostly underwater. The 
bottom levels are completely 
submerged. Movement in water is 
halved. Gas Bombs set off in the 
water are very difficult to get away 
from. Stick to the high ground and 
plant your traps near the stairs and 
ramps. Use the walkways to shoot at 
opponents moving through the 
water. 

There^fre three levels in the airport, 
the highest being at the north end of 
the arena. PODS are available on each 
level. The Unit isn’t a very effective 
weapon to use here, due to the high 
volume of bridges. The best place to 
lay your traps is around the south 
ramp. This area is very difficult to 
attack and easy to defend. 



The canal is partitioned by three huge 
dykes. These make excellent vantage 
points for missile attacks. There are 
few bridges, so be certain to secure 
the Unit as soon as possible. The 
water between the dykes is very 
shallow and doesn’t impair movement 
too badly. Lay traps in the water to 
stop the enemy reaching higher up. 


The best way to win at the ninja house 
is to secure the central hub. There are 
three levels to the house, the hub is on 
the third. It can only be reached by 
four sets of stairs. These are easy to 
trap and defend with your side arm. 
The number of bridges in the house 
are very limited. Be prepared to outrun 
the Unit, rather than hide from it.

There are tons of bridges and 
walkways in the U-boat dock. The Unit 
is not very effective in this 
environment. Luckily there are lots of 
narrow passages to plant your traps. 
Projectile weapons and Gas Bombs are 
impractical to employ, due to the many 
twists and turns in the dock.
